WHAT DUTY SHOULD ENAMEL 
PAINT PAY? 


The United’ States Circuit Court of 
Appeals on Feb. 16 upheld the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court, delivered by 
Judge Platt last May, whereby enamel 
paints under the present tariff act are 
to be admitted on a duty basis of 1% 
cents per pound instead of at the ad 
valorem rate of 30 per cent., as con- 
tended by the government, 

This enamel customs dispute is re- 
markable in that it arose shortly after 
the act of 1897 became operative and 
has not yet been and probably never 
will be definitely or satisfactorily set- 


tled during the existence of the said 
customs tariff act established twelve 
years ago. It is one of those cases 


which involves a knotty point and af- 
fords a forcible example of the neces- 
sity of drafting the intent of Congress 
in respect to the classification of certain 
dutiable goods in so careful a manner 
as to leave no doubt in the minds of 
the public, the collector and the courts, 
Had the paragraphs of the act cover- 
ing paints and enamels been drawn 
with closer attention to detail pro 
trouble could have arisen and the 1m- 
porters and the government would 
have been spared much inconvenienc? 
and considerable expense. While there 
is little or nothing that can be profit- 
ably done now, in view of the prox- 
imity of a revised tariff, yet the his- 
tory of this enamel case, fraught as it 
has been with so many phas2s and con- 
tentions, is none the less interesting and 
will be worth reviewing. It is not 
only interesting but instructive to 
note how experts can disagree. 

The Collectors, after the passage of 
the Dingly act, held that enamels 
were dutiable varnish at 35 per 
cent, under paragraph 53, and so as- 
sessed the duty until the Appraisers 
ruled that they came under paragraph 
58 and were subject to an assessment 
of only 30 per cent. ad valorem 
paints ground in a substance other than 
oil. The decision of the Appraisers was, 
however, subsequently reversed by 
themselves in another ‘trial of a similar 
case, when they bowed to a previous 
judgment of the courts defining the 
duty to be one and three-quarters cents 
per pound under paragraph 57, as a 
white paint ground in oil. 

The courts have persistently held 
this view, while the opinion of the 
trade has been divided according to 
the interest of the individual. 

As far back as July, 1897, when the 
Dingley measure was in its infancy, 
the first dispute arose between the im- 
porters and the Government. The cases 
at issue were those of Pomroy & Fisher 
and E. Aspinall. The Collector had as- 


as 


as 





sessed their goods as varnish at 35 per 
cent. and they appealed to the General 
Board of Appraisers, claiming that 
enamels were not varnishes but paints, 
and came under section 57, which pro- 
vides for “zine, oxide of, and white 
paint or pigment containing zinc but 
not containing lead ground in oil,” and 
as such were dutiable at the specific 
duty of 1% cents per pound. The Ap- 
praisers held that neither the Collector 
nor the importers were right, and that 
the goods should have been classified 
under paragraph 58, which provides:— 

“All paints, colors, pigments, lackers, 
crayons, * * * whether crude or dry or 
mixed, or ground with water or oil or 
with solutions other than oil not otherwise 
specifically provided for in this act, thirty 
per centum ad valorem.” 

They declared, however, that as the 
appellants had not made this claim 
they must dismiss the complaint. An 
appeal from the decision was heard by 
the United States Circuit Court, which 
on November 12, 1903, rendered judg- 
ment reversing the Appraisers and sus- 


taining the contention that enamels 
were properly classified under para- 
graph 57 at one and _ three-quarter 


cents per pound. Judge Townsend, in 
rendering this decision, said:—''The rec- 
ord shows without dispute that the 
merchandise is exactly described by the 
terms of paragraph 57, imposing a duty 
of 1% cents per pound, tie witness tes- 
tifying that the addition of the var- 
nish does not affect the character of 
the mixture as a paint. It is manifest 
therefore that the claim was the one 
which should have been sustained.” 
This allusion to the testimony cflered 
to the Board of Appraisers arose from 
the fact that at the hearing before 
that body an expert had testifiea that 
enamels essentjally paints, and 
would be so regarded by the trade even 
if varnish happened to form the great-

est component part. It was unfortu- 
nate for the Government and for the 
domestic manufacturers that no con- 
vention was made at the time, that 
enamels were not paints ground in oil 
but paints ground in varnish, or 
in a substance other than oil, and 
as such should properly come under 
paragraph 58 and be made _ duti- 
able at 30 per cent. in fact, the rec- 
ords of the earlier triuis show that 
the Government's gide had net been 
prepared with sufficient care, and it 
is the opinion of their attorneys 
that had the proper arguments 


been advanced in the tegmning there 
might have been a different story to 
tell to-day. Be it as it may the courts 
in brought before them 
unanimously decided against the 
Government's contention, and after the

judgment in the Pomroy case, which 
reversed the decision ot the Board of 
Appraisers, the latter in turn bowed, 
as is usual, to the judgment of the 
higher authority and reversed their 
own previous decision, 

The Government again carried the 
matter to the Circuit Court and 
the latter promptly’ sustained its 
former decisions, which the Circuit 


Court of Appeals also upheld in a judg- 
ment rendered June 30, 1905. One would 
think that the question at this time 
had been finally adjudicated. But the 
Government was. still dissatisfied. 
Neither were tne domestic manufac- 
turers pleased. Paragraph 58 seemed 
so explicitly to cover the classification 
of enamel, that effort was again 
made to have previous decisions 
reversed and the National 
Paint, Oil and Association 
took considerable pains to set the evi- 
the courts.

“The courts, like the Board of General 
Appraisers, determine issues on facts pre- 
sented, and where an erroneous conclu- 
sion has been reached, as the result or 
lack of, or because of the misleading 
character of, evidence presented, judicial 
tribunals have not infrequently felt con- 
strained to reverse their previous rulings,’’ 








He went on to say that in the light 
of the evidence before the Board, they 
were led to conclude that the question 
involved in the Pomroy case had not 
been as clearly presented as in the 
present instance and he quoted the 
language of paragraph 57, which reads 
in part:— 

“Zine oxide of, and white paint or pig- 
ment containing zinc but not containing 
lead, dry, one cent per pound; ground in 
oil, one and three-quarters cents per 
pound, * * *” 

And continuing said:— 


“There would seem to be little room for 
the misinterpretation or the placing of a 
wrong construction on these words, They 
distinctly and specifically provide for a 
duty of one cent per pound on oxide of 
zinc, dry, and a like duty on white paint 
or pigment, containing zinc but not con- 
taining lead, dry; and, for either of these, 
ground in oil, a duty of one and three- 
quarters cents per pound,” 

He differed with the construction 
placed upon this paragraph tending to 
show that enamel or ripolins was a 
dry paint, or oxide of zine ground in 
oil, and claimed that it was a paint 
advanced beyond this condition and 
had become a white paint ready for 
application with the brush, ete “If 
dry oxide of zine,” he said, ‘or white 
paint, or pigment containing zine but 
not containing lead, or either of them, 
was before us for classification, there 
would be no alternative but to decide 
for a duty of one cent per pound, and 
so if either of them ground in oil was 
before us for a like purpose, it would 
be equally clear that duty should be 
assessed at 1% cents per pound, but 
the article before us belongs to neithe: 
of these classes.” On the other hand, 
he quotes paragraph 58, “All paints, 
colors, pigments, * * * * whether 
crude or dry or mixed or ground, with 
water or oil, or with solutions other 
than oil, not otherwise specially pro- 
vided for,’ and concludes, “we hold 
that the merchandise’ is properly duti- 
able at 30 per cent. ad valorem under 


this provision,” 
At the hearing before the Board 
which arrived at the conclusion a 


large number of paint manufacturing 
experts had examined, ani this 
testimony went to show that enamel 
paints were composeq of zine, not 
ground in oil, but in a “solution other 
than oil’ as in paragraph 58; and 
prominent attention was also called to 
the fact that paragraph specifies 
only white paint or pigment, whereas 
enamels are of many colors, 

Another appeal from this decision 
was taken to the courts and, the man- 
ufacturing interests say, without due 
notice to them. They also claim that 
the facts were not presented at the 
trial as they had been before the 
Board, At all events judgment went, 
as in previous cases, against the Gov- 
ernment. 

When commenting upon the same 
subject editorially in our issue of June 
1, 1908, the Reporter expressed the fear 
that the judge had not fully understood 
the question at issue and quoted the 
opinion, which, for sake of comparison 
with that of the General Board of Ap- 
praisers, we repeat. It reads:— 


“T am of the opinion that oxide of zinc 
and white paint, as found in paragraph 57, 
are not synonymous terms. I think the 
language of the paragraph clearly indl- 
cates that Congress had in mind a dis- 
tinction between an imported article, 
which is composed of oxide of zinc, either 
dry or ground in oil, and articles which 
may be called white paint or pigment 
containing zine, either dry or ground in 
oil. So far as I have examined the tes- 
timony here, it tends to show that the 
merchandise in question is a white paint 
containing zinc, but not containing lead, 
ground in oil, and thus exactly described 
by the paragraph 57. It is true that after 
having been ground, certain ingredients 
were added to increase the gloss, but I 
cannot see that the material thus added 
changes the character of the article im- 
ported, if we assume the article imported 
to have been a white paint. I cannet 
concur in the Board reasoning that para- 
graph 57 by its terms excludes a liquid 
paint. The same reasoning would exclude 
liquid paint from classification under nu- 
merous other paragraphs of the paint 
schedule where the phrase ‘paint in oil’— 
or other solutions occurs, including para- 


been 


57 











graph 58 under which the Board held the 
merchandise in suit to be dutiable.” 

It appeared to us at the time, and 
we still hold to the contention, that 
enamel is a paint, of any color, ground 
in a solution other than oil, and as 
such should come under paragraph 58, 
but this opinion apparently has not 
been shared by the Court of Appeals, 
which, on February 16, in a brief de- 
cision without any commentary, up- 
held the ruling of the lower Court. 

As yet no definite action has 
taken in regards to further proceed- 
ings, but it is not improbable that in 
view of the general tariff revision now 
pending, that further litigation may be 


been 


stopped and that measures will be 
taken by those most interested 
to end all ambiguity as to the 


intention of Congress by bringing the 
matter before the Ways and Means 
Committee, so as to have a new para- 
graph constructed which will leave no 
doubt as to the proper rate at which 
enamel paint should be assessed,

Annual Convention of the Inter- 
national Association of Master 


House Painters and Decorators. 


The twenty-fifth annual convention of 
the International Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators, which 
was held in Baltimore on Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday, Thursday and Friday of last 
week, was successful both from the stand- 
point of attendance and interest taken 
in the proceedings. The registry showed 
an attendance of eight hundred, including 
ladies and manufacturers’ representatives. 
The convention was presided over by 
President Charles E, Van Syckle, of New- 
ark, N. J. Governor Austin L. Crothers, 
of Maryland, and Mayor J. Barry Mahool, 
of Baltimore, delivered addresses of wel- 
come, 

The most important feature of the con- 
vention was the report of the committee 
on paint legislation, which was consid- 
ered Wednesday morning. The chairman, 
John Dewar, of Pittsburg, first distributed 
through the hall copies of two pamphlets 
entitled ‘Jottings’ and ‘‘Jottings No. 2,” 
which he asked the members to take home 
and read carefully. He then said:—‘*Your 
committee has no report to make, sim- 
ply progress. IL do want your endorse- 
ment for that report. It is up to you to 
hold up the hands of your committee.” 
After a pause he gave a history of the 
work briefly as follows:—‘‘At Boston your 
committee was instructed to prepare a 
bill We met and labored earnestly in 
connection with committees representing 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association and 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish As- 
sociation. We were in perfect harmony 
and agreed on what was known as the 
conference bill. It meant that the com- 
mittees of the three bodies met and 
agreed upon a model bill representing the 
least possible hardship to the manufac- 
turers. Afterward that bill was endorsed 
by the three associations practically 
unanimously. At New Orleans you in- 
structed your committee to put this bill 
into execution. In connection with the 
other bodies they introduced in Congress 
what was known as the Dalzell bill. Prior 
to that there was a bill introduced by Con- 
sressman Marshall, of North Dakota, 
Which bill was not in harmony and in- 
flicted unnecessary hardships on the man- 
ufaciurers. Your committee appeared be- 
fore the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce and opposed those por- 
tions of the Marshall bill which did not 
conform to the conference bill. After that 
hearing Mr. Marshall made his bill con- 
form practically to the conference bill 
and in this shape reintroduced it.’’ 

Continuing Mr. Dewar said:—‘‘Senator 
Hayburn, of Idaho, introduced a bill 
which was referred to the Committee 
on Manufactures, the demand for paint 
legislation having been brought to his 
attention during the discussion of a bill 
to prevent the adulteration of paris 
green. He unfortunately got hold of the 
rst Marshall bill and introduced it in 
the Senate. Your committee opposed 
the Heyburn bill because it contained 
conditions that were unnece rily hard 
on the manufacturers in that it included 
varnish and established paint standards.” 

Mr. Dewar brought out the fact that 
there are paint bills before the Legis- 
latures of several States. He said that 
all the consumer asks is that they get 
what they pay for. He pointed out that 
the committee purchased in the city of 
Philadelphia a keg of lead that was not 
manufactured there, but the name of 
the manufacturer was printed on the 
package, and that name was supposed 
to be a guarantee of purity. It was 
marked pure lead but according to Mr. 
Dewar its actual contents consisted of 
the following:—Lead carbonate, 08: zine 
sulphate, .01; zine oxide, .34;  barytes, 
oa). 

The product of another manufacturer 
which the committee had analyzed, 
which product was offered for sale un- 
der the name of white lead, contained 
the following:—White lead, .00; lead sul- 
phate, .05; zine oxide, .25; barytes, .69. 

He spoke of a contract that had been 
given for the painting of a steel struct- 
ure, which according to the specifica- 
tions called for two coats of red lead, 
The committee had the red lead that 
was used on the job analyzed and its 
ingredients consisted of the following: 
Iron oxide, .09; white lead, .0; zine ox- 
ide, .16; whiting, .63. 

Mr. Dewar related further experiences 
and at the conclusion of his address 
James Roach, of Detroit, moved that 
the convention endorse fully the work 
of the committee and that its members 
pledge their further support, which mo- 
aon was unanimously adopted by a rising 
vote, 

Mr. Akin moved that the privileges 
of the floor be extended to M. Hanline, 
I. A. Felsenfeld, W. H. Magoffin, George 
Fortmeyer and C. TT. Wetherill, dele- 
gates of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, and to Robert 8. 
Perry, delegate of the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association, which was concurred 
in, but none of the gentlemen men- 
rened availed themselves of this  privi- 
ege. 

An extremely interesting paper on the 
subject of “Painting Concrete and Ce- 
ment Structures’ was read by Charles 
Macnic hol, of Washington, D. ‘°C. Other 
practical papers presented at the conven- 
tion were:—“Treatment of Cotton Wood, 
Cypress and Southern Pine, Both Interior 
and Exterior,” by S. J. Underwood, of 
vashville, Tenn.; ‘‘Color Harmonies,’ by 
George E. Russell, Washington, D. C.: 
“The Paint Burner vs, Paint Removers,” 
by Stewart N. Hughes, Toronto, Can.: 
“Cause and Effect of Mildew on Paint 
and the Remedy,” by R, L. Peters, Rich- 
mond, Va. 

A brief report was made by James 
Roach, of Detroit, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Varnish Tests, and a more de- 
tailed report was promised for the meet- 
ing a year hence. 

The Committee on Protection in Prices 
and Materials, Thomas Akin, chairman 
stated that the matter was one which 
should properly be taken up by the local 
associations and he recommended that 
this be done.

Sec. That the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall cause to be published in bulletin form the 
results of the analysis or examination of all 
samples found to be adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act, together with 
names and addresses of the persons from whom 
the samples were obtained, and also the names 
and addresses of the producers or original dis- 
tributors of the naval stores. 

Sec. 8. That the term ‘‘naval stores’’ as 
used in this act shall include all gums, oils, 
oleoresins, and rosins which exude from or 
are obtained or made from pine or fir wood 
of any kind by any method or in any method 
whatsoever. That for the purposes of this act 
the terms ‘‘gum spirits of turpentine,”’ ‘“‘spirits 
of turpentine,’’ ‘‘gum turpentine,’’ and ‘‘tur- 
pentine’’ shall be applied only to pure spirits 
of turpentine distilled from the natural gum, 
dip, or serape which exudes from the pine 
tree and is unmixed and unadulterated with 
oil or any other foreign substance or sub- 
stances whatsoever; that the term ‘‘wood 
spirits of turpentine’’ or ‘‘wood turpentine’’ 
shall be applied only to those distillates and 
spirits closely resembling gum spirits of tur- 
pentine in their physical and chemical prop- 
erties, manufactured or prepared directly from 
or by distillation of the wood of pine or fir 
trees and which do not contain any adulterant 
or adulterants or ‘other foreign substance or 
substances whatsoever; that the terms ‘‘bar- 
rel,"’ “‘package,’’ or ‘‘container,’’ as used in 
this act, shall include any kind of package, 
vessel, tank, or receptacle in which spirits of 
turpentine, rosin or naval stores shall be 
placed or kept, whether for shipment, sale, 
consignment, or delivery 

Sec. 9 That for the purpose of this act an 
article of naval stores shall be deemed to be 
adulterated :— 

First. If, when sold under or by a name 
recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia 
or National Formulary, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality, or purity, as 
determined by the test laid down in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary 
official at the time of investigation 

Second. If its strength or purity fall helow 
the professed standard or quality under which 
it is sold. 

Third. If any substance has been mixed and 
packed with it so as to reduce or lower or 
injuriously affect its quality or strength. 

Fourth. If any substance has been substi- 
tuted wholly or in part for the article. 

Fifth. If any valuable constituent of the ar- 
ticle has been wholly or in part abstracted 

Sixth. If it be mixed, colored, bleached, pow- 
dered, coated, or stained in a manner whereby 
damage or inferiority is concealed. 

Sec. 10. That the term ‘‘misbranded,’’ as 
used herein, shal! apply to all naval stores, 
the package or label of which shall bear any 
statement, design, or device regarding such 
article or the ingredients or substances con- 
tained therein which shall be false or mis- 
leading in any particular, and to any article 
of naval stores which is falsely branded as 
to the State. Territory, or country in which it 
is manufactured or produced. 

That for the purposes of this act an article 
of naval stores shall also be deemed to be 
misbranded :- 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for 
sale under the name of another article. 

Second. If the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed, in 
whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package. 

Third. If when the contents of the container 
are stated in terms of weight or measure, they 
are not plainly and correctly stated on the 
outside of the package 

Sec. 11. That no uler shall be prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the whole- 
saler, jobber, manufacturer, or other party re- 
siding in the United States, from whom he 
purchases such articles, to the effect that the 
same is not adulterated or misbranded within 
the meaning of this act, designating it Said 
































guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain 
the name and address of the party or parties 
making the sale of such articles to such deal- 
er, and in such case said party or parties 


shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines, 
ind other penalties which would attach, in 
due course to the dealer under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 12. That it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of Agriculture to establish grades 
of naval stores, and provide and keep in his 
office samples of each grade known or used 
in commerce, and such grades shall be the 
standards by which all the inspections of naval 
stores are conducted under this act. 

See, 13. That any article of naval stores that 

adulterated or misbrunded within the mean- 
ing of this act, and is being transported from

The demand that was experienced in 
connection with the trading in some of 
the more important items during the 
past week assumed fair seasonable pro- 
portions, but the movement into the 
channels of consumption was at no 
time over brisk. This lack of buying, 
however, had no effect on former 
values, and with the exception of the 
quotations on pig lead the ruling rates 


that prevailed throughout the interim 
remained the same as when last re- 


ported. The ‘weak undertone of the de- 
partment for pig lead that prevailed 
during the preceding week continued 


unabated, and values suffered a further 


decline of five points, thus bringing 
the general quotation for carload lots 
down to the range of 3,924%.@3.95c. Even 


at this figure buyers could not be in- 
duced to place their orders for other 
than their immediate or near future 
requirements. It was understood that 
in sOme quarters goods were to be ob- 
tained as low as 3.90c. for spot delivery. 
This weak tone of the market for the 
basic material had no tangible effect 
on the price of dry white lead, and al- 
though more or less price cutting was 
reported no general reduction was an- 
nounced. About the only new _ busi- 
ness that developed was of a jobbing 
sort, as paint manufacturers and other 
large consumers were loath to take on 
additional supplies. In view of the 
present high price of oil, lead in oil 
was firmly held. A number of inquiries 
were said to have been received at 
slightly under the current quotations, 
but these were refused by sellers. As 
a result spot jobbing orders for the 
current obligations of consumers con- 
stituted the principal business. The 
new orders that were placed for both 
litharge and orange mineral did not 
extend beyond jobbing proportions. 
Manufacturers continued to buy in a 
small hand-to-mouth way, manifesting 
little or no interest in round lots. Do- 
mestic descriptions of zines were fairly 
active and the situation maintained the 
same steady undertone that has pre- 
vailed for some time past. Of principal 
interest to the importers and consum- 
ers of the imported grades was the 
announcement that the spelter produc- 
ers abroad had advanced the quotations 
on this article. Reflecting the advance 
abroad the local market displayed a 
much firmer tone, and although no ad- 
vance was noted ruling rates were 
strictly adhered to by dealers. The dry 
color situation remained much the same 


as when last reported, with only a 
slight improvement noted in the de- 
mand for spot goods. Varnish gums 


continued rather quiet throughout the 


week. As heretofore the principal de- 
mand was for kauri. Batavia damar 
was decidedly weak, with the move- 


ment of small proportions and rather 
abundant stocks in the hands of im- 
porters in New York. China wood oil 
was strong for both spot and future. 
The demand, although not heavy, 
was of good proportions withal. A 
detailed review of the market follows. 
Complete reports of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets appear on pages

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 

PIG LEAD.—Continued weakness 
dominated the local pig lead market 
throughout the past week. Trade was 
quiet with only a jobbing demand re- 


ported, most buyers remaining out of 
the market in the hope of securing 
even lower quotations. Some orders 


were said to have been placed for ex- 
port account, but the amount of busi- 
ness that was transacted along this 
line was of only small proportions. At 
the opening the general quotation on 
lead in carload lots was on the basis 
of 3.924%4.@3.95c., although it was under- 
stood that in some quarters it was pos- 
sible to obtain large quantities as low 
as 3.90c. As was the case last week, 
however, no actual test of values could 
be made owing to the lack of demand. 
Smaller lots in from five to ten tons 
were held at the range of 4.05@4.10c. 
Futures were slightly above this fig- 
ure, but so far as could be learned no 
business of this nature was booked. 
The governing conditions at St. Louis 


continued quiet with lead moving in 
a small way. The undertone is re- 


ported as weak with offering and sales 
at 3.72%@3.75e. Trading in London was 
unproductive of any new or interest- 
ing feature. The general quotation 
was on the basis of £13 10s. per ton. 
WHITE LEAD.—Despite the fact 
that the market for the basic metal 
has been subject to a continued de- 
cline, no general reductions were an- 
nounced in the quotations on dry white 
lead. There was, however, consider- 
able price cutting reported in some 
quarters, which was a disturbing fac- 
tor. This cutting was done principally 
by the smaller corroders, as the larger 
interests maintained rates with the ex- 
ception of when it was necessary to 
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meet the prices of competitors in order 
to obtain the more important orders. 
As was the case last week, buyers 
were cautious in their operations and 
refused to anticipate their require- 
ments to the extent of placing orders 
for delivery over lengthy periods. This 
Was principally due to the feeling that 
prevailed among consumers that lower 
quotations would be named in the near 
future. The conditions surrounding the 
department for lead in oil were unpro- 
ductive of any new or interesting fea- 
ture. Trading was still rather quiet, but 
values were well held. Quotations 
were ag follows:—Dry lead, in car lots, 
53%@5i%c.; smaller lots, 5%4@5ic.; lead 
in oil, 64@6%c., as to brand, for lots 
of 500 pounds and over, in packages of 
100 pounds and upward. In lots less 
than 500 pounds the usual advance of 
%ec, is charged. English lead in oil 
10144,.@10%c., as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—Buying interest in red 
lead during the interval just closed 
assumed fair seasonable proportions, 
but the movement into the channels of 
consumption was at no time over prisk, 
As was the case in dry white lead 
some shading was reported in this item 
by sellers who were anxious to secure 
some of the more favorable business. 
A few additional inquiries were said 
to have been received, and although no 


important orders were booked, it was 
thought that with the advance of the 
month trading would assume larger 
proportions. Locally offerings and 
sales were reported at 64@7c., as to 
grade and quantity, with small pack- 


ages 4@4c. higher. Imported grades, 
84 @8i4c., as to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—The demand for this 
item during the interval just closed 
was of only moderate proportions. 
3uyers were still loath to anticipate 
their requirements to the extent of 
placing orders for forward deliveries, 
preferring rather to enter the market 
as their obligations demanded. With- 
drawals on old contracts were of sea¢ 
sonable volume, however, which had a 
sustaining influence, although in some 
quarters price cutting was _ reported. 
Previous rates underwent no quotable 
change and values locally may be re- 
peated on the basis of 6@6%c., as to 
grade and quantity. Imported grades, 
&4,@8léc., as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—The general 
situation of the market for orange min- 
eral during the past week remained 
much the same as that of the previous 
period, the movement still being prin- 
cipally of a jobbing sort. A number 
of additional inquiries were said to 
have been received, but so far as could 
be learned no orders that were consid- 
ered important were booked. As was 
the case last week, more or less 
shading was reported on the part of a 
number of dealers who were anxious 
to secure the more favorable business, 
Prices in New York were as follows:— 
814%4@10c. for American, 12@13c. for Ger- 
man, 10@12c, for English and 12%@138c, 


for French, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount terms, 

ZINCS.—Though trading in zines was 
of good seasonable proportions, the 
business that was transacted during 


the past week was of a smaller volume 
than that of the preceding interval. 
Contract distributions served to satisfy 
the principal consuming demand for 
American descriptions, and although 


some new contracts were. said to have 
been placed, it was thought that con- 
sumers who were able to do so re- 


mained out of the market in the hope 
of obtaining more favorable quotations 
later on. A much firmer tone was dis- 
played by the department for the im- 
ported varieties. This was due mainly 
to the fact that the spelter producers 
abroad have advanced the price of spel- 
ter. So far no advance has been re- 
corded locally in sympathy with this 
movement abroad, but importers re- 
fused to make concessions even on 
round lots. Quotations in New York 
evinced no perceptible change and 
values may be repeated on the former 
basis of 5%@5%c., as to grade and 
quantity; French red seal, 8%@8%c.;

Petroleum Producers Oppose Re- 
peal of Countervailing Duty. 


MID-CONTINENT OIL AND GAS PRO 
DUCERS’ ASSOCIATION TAKE ACTIVE 
MEASURES TO HAVE THE DUTY 

RETAINED—MEMORIAL TO SEN- 


AND REPRESENTA- 
TIVES. 

Washington, Feb. 26, 1909. 
A bitter contest is being waged over the 
countervailing clause of paragraph 626 of 
the Dingley act, which now operates to 
prevent the flooding of American mar- 
kets with foreign petroleum products and 
the closing of the leading European mar- 
kets to similar products of American ori- 
gin. The campaign to secure the repeal 
of this clause was begun more than a year 
ago in the House of Representatives by 
Congressman Kustermann, of Wisconsin, 
und for many months the movement thus 
inaugurated was permitted to gain head- 
way without any attempt by domestic 
interests to check it. Advantage was 
taken of the popular outcry against the 
Standard Oij Company and also of the 
general misapprehension on the part of 
the public concerning the interests that 
would be most injuriously affected by the 
proposed change in the tariff law. Quite 
recently, however, the independent oil well 
owners of the country, Who have far more 
at stake in the matter than any refining 
interest, have become aroused to the dan- 
ger that menaces them, and under the 
leadership of the Mid-Continent Oil and 
Gas Producers’ Association have under- 
taken an active campaign against the re- 
peal of the countervailing clause. 

Senators and Representatives are 
receiving a memorial signed by the Mid- 
Continent Association strongly urging the 
retention of the countervailing clause and 
showing conclusively the slight interest 
of the Standard Oil Company in the mat- 
ter and the vital concern of the indepen- 
dent well owners, especially in fields 
where difficulty is already being expe- 
rienced in marketing the output.

Linseed Oil. 


Seed continues to climb, and before 
the close of the week had passed the 
$1.70 mark. It did not, however, carry 
with it any change in the price of oil, 
though in view of the position of the 
raw material it would cause no sur- 
prise if an advance were made at any 
time. The only apparent drawback to 
an upward movement has been the 
quiet demand, which has allowed of 
some accumulation of oil in crushers’ 
hands. This oil, of course, represents 
a lower average of value than that es- 
tablished by the present cost of seed, 
and, as buyers are slow to take hold, 
the mills are reluctant to increase the 
price in individual instances. But it is 
safe to say that if seed goes many 
notches higher it will bring about a 
change in oil. Buyers have been taking 
supplies in a small way. The price is 
not attractive, and though the manu- 
facturing consumers must know that 
there is no chance for cheap oil ex- 
cept for a chance lot or so from second 
hands, they steadily maintain the same 
conservative policy of taking only such 
supply as they require for immediate 
or nearby consumption. Contract busi- 
ness extending over any time ahead 
has been wanting to an unusual ex- 
tent, but from all accounts all con- 
cerned, seller and buyer, are satisfied 
to let things rest as they are and wait 
developments. Sixty-cent oil is freely 
predicted. In fact, at the present cost 
of seed, it would not be out of propor- 
tion to the raw material. Further than 
this there is little to say of the market. 
The grain elevators of the Dickinson 
Company in Chicago were seriously 
damaged by fire and caused consider- 
able loss, but it is not thought that 
much flaxseed was destroyed, as the 
company’s product in that line was 
chiefly stored in Minneapolis. Jobbing 
business has been moderate at cur- 
rent quotations based upon State and 
Western oil at 55c. and city oil at 56c. 
in 5-barrel lots and over. The same 
price was asked for car lots.

Favorable ‘weather conditions on the 
other side have led to increased busi- 
ness of late and demand from Europe 
has shown quite a marked improve- 
ment. Offerings have been light, and 
the local market is firmer and higher 
at $31.50@31.75. Meal is also moving 
freely and is also relatively higher at 
$33 per ton. 





Cottonseed Oil, 


Trading in the cotton oil market 
during the interval was a repetition in 
most respects of that which obtained 
the previous week. The fluctuations 
and the character of the business were 
about the same, but the volume was 
much smaller. It was, in fact, the dull- 
est and narrowest market so far this 
year. The present aspect and the out- 
look of the general situation is uncer- 
tain, and traders are cautious in ex- 
tending their commitments on either 
side of the market. There seems to be 
a rather confident opinion among the 
generality of operators and trade in- 
terests that ultimately values will ad- 
vance but when and how much is a 
problem which time alone can solve. 
Naturally the current range of prices 
has attracted consuming interest, but 
there has been no unusual disposition 
to purchase extensively, and transac- 
tions have seldom exceeded the limits 
of actual necessities. Withdrawals on 
existing contracts by consuming inter- 
ests are comparatively steady, and are 
sufficiently heavy to cover their re- 
quirements, so at the moment little at- 
tention is concentrated on market 
movements. It is the shipments on 
these contracts which has kept avail- 
able supplies of crude oil in a low state

The fact that such a 
large proportion of the crop has been 
marketed makes it appear likely that 
the mills will be cautious in letting 
go any material offerings of crude at 
reduced prices. The additional de- 
mand for refined for foreign account 
continues unimportant. Exports on ex- 
isting agreements from this port for 
the week ending February 19 amount 
to 11,229 barrels, other ports 4,328 bar- 
rels; making a total of 15,557 barrels.

MAY 27 TO JUNE 2. 


The Seventh International Congress of 
Applied Chemistry, which will be held in 
London from May 27 to June 2 next, will 
have for patron and vice-patron, respec- 
tively, his Majesty the King and his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales. Sir Henry 
Roscoe is honorary president, Sir William 
Ramsay acting president, and William 
Macnab general’ secretary. Honorary 
vice-presidents include the ambassadors 
and ministers of the different countries 
represented in London, the agents-general 
of most of the British colonies, several 
members of the British government and 
the Lord Mayor of London. 

The congress will open officially with 
an inaugural meeting in the Royal Albert 
Hall, South Kensington, on Thursday, May 
27, and on the afternoon of the same day 
general meetings will be held for constitu- 
ting the sections. On the following day 
the meetings of the sections will open 
and continue on May 29 and 31, Lectures 
will be delivered by Professors Haller, Pa- 
terno and Witt and by Sir Boverton Red- 
wood. The official closing meeting of the 
congress will take place in the forenoon 











of June 2, and during the afternoon, by 
permission of the king, a visit will be 
paid to Windsor Castle. 

There will also be a ladies’ committee 
under the presidency of Lady Ramsay,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Feb. 27, 1909. 


Operations have been fairly active in 
many of the fields east of the Missis- 
sippi River during the week, a material 


gain in completed work and new pro- 
duction over the results of the former 
week being recorded. The fields of the 
Pennsylvania classification have main- 


tained a creditable record, particular- 
ly West Virginia, where field work has 
been prosecuted with renewed energy. 
Completions for the week were nearly 
double those of the former period and 
there was more than a proportionate 
increase in the new production. This 
showing was not accomplished by any 


strikes of unusual capacity, for there 
was not a well of one hundred barrels 
or: more daily brought in during the 
interval, In that State Lincoln county 
maintains its lead in activity and the 
results have been more than usually 
encouraging. Of the fifteen wells 
drilled eleven were in the producing 
class, the aggregate from which 
reached an average of 400 barrels daily. 
Ritchie and Roane counties in the 
same State furnished nothing out of 


the ordinary, so far as the size of com- 
pletions was concerned, but one of the 
tests in the former county was re- 
garded as promising for an extension 
of the Keener sand pool. The South- 
eastern Ohio section contributed a pro- 
ducer of exceptional capacity in the 
big lime development near Woodsfield, 
the initial flow being placed at 350 bar- 
rels a day. The new pool in this county 
is being extended and the daily pro- 
duction is reported to approximate 1,000 
barrels. The Osage development in 
Island Creek township, Jefferson 
county, is also sustaining a gratifying 
record and one of the week’s comple- 
tions was rated as a 200-barrel well. 
In the Lima field of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana, the former section 
remained well in the lead in the week’s 
results, the new daily production being 
given as 668 barrels from twenty suc- 
cessful wells, against 225 barrels from 
fourteen producers previously noted, 
A gain in completed work is recorded 
in Illinois returns, but the new produc- 
tion was not proportionately increased, 
Advices from the Kentucky fields note 
average developments for the season, 


the principal interest centering in 
Wayne county, where the best of the 
week’s completions was rated ag a 


probable 50-barrel producer in the 
Slickford pool. The approach of spring 
seemed to stimulate operations in the 


outlying sections. A large acreage 
has been leased near the scene of the 
successful wildcat venture in Meade

county and some new tests have been 
undertaken to determine the possibility 
of establishing a connection with the 
Indiana formation. The most interest- 
ing of recent developments in the Gulf 
coast region is the activity at Sour 
Lake, Texas, following indications that 
were regarded as unusually promising 
for the exploitation of a field of fair 
dimensions. Some of the wells came 
in spouting considerably above the der- 
ricks, and while salt water formed a 
good part of the initial flow, there were 
sufficient evidences of oil to keep the 
interest of operators to a keen pitch. 


There is said to be no other field in 
Texas to offer the same incentive to 
drilling work as that at Sour Lake. 


The Markham and Goose Creek fields 
are not attracting particular attention, 
A number of tests are about due in the 
Mooringsport section of the Caddo field, 
Louisiana, stimulated by the good 
strike recently encountered there, 
Leasing has been more active of late 
in the Sabine parish in the same State 
and the larger companies, it is believed, 
will shortly commence active operationg 





there. The Gulf coast crude market 
remains stationary. 
Refined and Products, 
The conditions affecting the local 


market for refined have been devoid of 
feature or new interest, and trading 
has followed generally routine lines. 
A material shrinkage is noted in the 
foreign movement, the week’s clear- 
ances showing a total of 3,870,340 gal- 
lons, of which 1,550,000 gallons were 
carried in bulk, against 8,788,920 gallons 
as the former total. Chartering for 
forward account has attracted little 
attention and the only engagement re- 
ported during the interval was one for 
140,000 cases for March shipment to 
Japan, Philadelphia loading. Quota- 
tions show no departure from the basis 
lately in effect, 

Quotations on the Baku market are 
again in the ascendant, according to 
mail advices, especially for refined, 


which is firmer by 2%@3 copecks. 
Statistics on the Russian crude 
production for 1908 show a decrease 
of about one and _  0one-half per 
cent. as compared with that for the 
previous year.

be heard from the coming summer. Many 
stock companies are being formed, and will 
drill wildeat wells if they are successful in 
disposing of their stock, which has been over- 
done the last dozen years. A great effort is 
being made to boom the field from Columbus 
south to the Ohio River, and between Colum- 
bus and Cincinnati. Test wells have already 
been started between the two large cities, but 
so far only one small gas well has been found. 

West Virginia.—The West Virginia field dur- 
ing the week is not credited with any wells 
above the 100-barrel mark, which is something 
out of the ordinary for the mountain regions, 
as the State usually cemes along about once 
a week with something surprising. The wells 
for the week run from five barrels to sixty, 
with the usual number of rank failures, and a 
few good gas wells. Lincoln county maintains 
its great activity, and the results are better 
than expected in the finding of both oil and 
gas, the two products so much sought after by 
the drill.

Russian Petroleum Market. 


At Baku the larger firms of producers have 
proposed the establishment of a branch office 
at Petersburg of the association of Baku In- 
dustrials. This plan meets with the strong 
opposition of the smaller Baku firms and those 
of only secondary importance. These firms, 
not being represented at St. Petersburg, fear 
that if this plan be carried out it is a step 
further toward the monopoly by the large 
firms of the entire naphtha business, 

As regards the production, the following 
table will be found of interest, as showing 
the gradual decline of the Baku crude produc- 
tion. The production for the last five months 
of 1905 and the three first months of 1906 must 
not, of course, be regarded as normal, because 
it will be remembered that during this time 
Russia was in a disturbed state:—

paint law, which was introduced by Sen- 
ator Mendelson. Section 3 of this law as 
it stands at present reads as follow 

Section 4 The label required by this act 
shall clearly and distinctly state the name and 
residence of the manufacturer of the paint, 
or of tha distributor thereof, or of the party 
tor whom the same is manufactured, and show 
the name and, with substantial accuracy, the 
percentage of each ingredient, both solid and 
liquid contained therein. in the case of 
paint other than white paint where more than 
one coloring material is used, the several col- 
oring materials may be shown by their com- 
bined percentage, in which case it shall be 
necessary to state the description or trade 
name, and, with substantial accuracy, the 
chemical analysis of each of such constituent 
coloring materials. Said label shall be printed 
in the English language in plain legible type 
in continuous list with no intervening matte! 
of any kind. 

The amendment 
Mendelson reads:— 

The label required by this act shall clearly 
and distinctly state the name and residence of 
the manufacturer of the paint or of the dis- 
tributer thereof, or of the party for whom the 
same is manufactured.’’

the name and address of manufacturer or 
importer, and stating the percentage of each 
constituent of said white lead, paint or paint 
material. 

The director of the Texas Agricultural Ix- 
periment Station is authorized to preseribe 
the size, type and terms used in said label, 
sec. 2. The terms white lead, paint and 
paint materials as herein used shall include 
White lead, mixed or unmixed paints of every 
description, linseed oil, turpentine, or any 
other material used in coating, covering, var- 


nishing or painting any other materials of any

been touched this season, there have been

And still prices ascended until the pres- 
ent point has been reached, and the trade 
is no nearer a solution of the problem of 
finality as to values than it was when 
the first sharp advance was made with 
the report of frost damage in the Argen- 
tine last fall. 

Is there really a bear sentiment discern- 
ible in the market? Are there any who 
really believe that seed is assured of a 
break before long, to levels under those 
which have recently been attained? He 
who listens to the words of some of the 
trade might readily believe that the pres- 
ent price was normal, and that hereafter 
there would be no such thing as cheap 
seed, in the general acceptance of the 
term. But a canvass of the situation, and 
an interrogation of many of the crushers, 
than whom there should be no better 
posted men in the trade, brings forth the 
fact that there are a few who feel that 
the market cannot long be sustained at 
prices which now obtain, They offer no 
suggestion as to the time when the re- 
action will take place, but they use some 
arguments which may be taken for what 
they are worth by those who read. 

And in reaching their conclusions, these 
men arrive there by first taking the favor- 
ite arguments of the bulls in the trade. 
They admit that the stocks of seed in 
public store are very light—at present 
about 2,500,000 bushels less at Minneapolis 
and Duluth, combined, than they were at 
this time a year ago. They admit that 
receipts since the close of navigation have 
not been as heavy as they were last year, 
that, in fact, they failed to compare at 
all with the arrivals for the corresponding 
period a year ago. They are also willing 
to concede, for the sake of the argument, 
that the total yield of seed last year was 
not as heavy as the government figures 
showed. Again making concessions, they 
are ready to accede to the statements of 
ihe bulls that the seed thus far has been 
more closely marketed than in any sim- 
jlar period in many years. Against this 
array of facts they place first, the condi- 
tion of the oil market. They say that the 
demand for this product of seed is from 
liand to mouth, and that contracts are al- 
most unknown for any length of time 
ahead, Every crusher, they declare, has 
been running on full time, and it is incon- 
ceivable that they could have sold out all 
or any large percentage of their manufac- 
tured oil. This being true, the crushers 
have on hand a big supply of oil, Stocks 
of seeds are smaller in the West than they 
were a year ago, but they say that those 
stocks have simply been shifted, Eastern 
crushers, they contend, have more seed 
than they had last year, and in the aggre- 
gate there is as much seed in the country 
as there was at this time last year, only 
the bulk is East, instead of West. The 
principal seed merchant, they assert, has 
aus much, if not more, seed than he had 
a year ago. From 500,000 to 750,000 bushels 
of seed from Canada are available by rea- 


son of the price being high enough to ad- | 


mit of the payment of duty and freight. 
And over all is the shadow of the great 
exportable surplus now reported in the 
Argentine. That it will be greater than 
that of last year is now generally taken 
for granted, That it will be 50,000,000 bush- 
els, in round numbers, is accepted as gos- 
pel by many of these bear talkers, Some 
place it as high as 60,000,000, which, though 
seemingly ridiculous on the face of it, has 
the stamp of approval of some of the ex- 
perts. India looms up with a_ probably 
heavier yield than last year. This coun- 
try has been on an import basis for Ar- 
gentine seed recently, so far as the cost 
of laying the seed down at the Atlantic 
seaboard is concerned, though the margin 
has not been wide enough to permit of the 
seed being taken to the interior, and the 
reason that none was imported probably 
was that the Eastern crushers had enough 
seed for their needs. If a heavy supply 
to Europe should break that market it 
would place even the West on an import 
basis for Argentine seed, and this would 
either find South American flax in Chicago 
and Minneapolis or result in a break in 
the domestic price, to meet the new con- 
ditions, And, say the bears, in conclusion, 
“quod erat demonstrandum.” 
The prospects of a “squeeze’’ in the 
May Duluth seed grow less apparently 
as the price goes higher. Some stop 
loss orders were executed this week, 
and it is generally believed that most 
of the shorts are getting out from 
under as gracefully as they can, covering 
on all the weak spots. Buying whenever 
they can, the known short interest is evi- 
dently determined to close out its deals, 
so that there will be little left for deliv- 
ery day.

terials and products, some of which pay 
specific while others pay ad valorem du- 
ties. The change, of course, would af- 
fect only such goods as pay ad valorem 
rates, or rates dependent in some way 
upon value as to the case of products 
charged, with various specific rates which 
are fixed on the basis of the prices at 
which they are sold abroad. In some 
cases the raw materials of an industry 
pay ad valorem rates, while the finished 
products are charged with specific rates; 
hence the substitution of domestic for 
foreign market value, as the basis of in- 
voices might result in such an increase 
in the duties paid on the raw materials 
as to make it impossible to produce the 
goods in this country and sell them in 
competition with foreign products pay- 
ing specific duties only. 

Another serious objection to the pro- 
posed change is the embarrassment that 
would ensue to the foreign shipper, who 
would be unable to calculate with any 
certainty the rate of duty that would 
be assessed on goods sent to the United 
States. Under the present practice it is 
not always possible to estimate the duties 
exactly, but inasmuch as they are 
based upon the foreign market value in 
usual wholesale quantities, on date of 
shipment, the foreign producer or the 
American buyer abroad can_ calculate 
with sufficient accuracy for all practical 
purposes. 

A compromise proposition has been sug- 
gested to the committee and is receiving 
some consideration. It involves the em- 
ployment of domestic market price in- 
stead of foreign price only in the case of 
goods which are not freely bought and 
sold in the markets of the countries in 
which they are produced, but which are 
shipped to the United States on con- 
signment to the representatives in this 
country of the foreign producers. There 
is in the present law authority for the 
employment of a domestic market value 
as the basis for the ascertainment of 
duituble value, whenever it appears that 
the foreign market value is not obtain- 
able; but this provision is utilized merely 
to secure a starting point, and the ap- 
praisers figure back from domestic mar- 
ket value by deducting freights, commis- 
sions, manufacturers’ profits, etc., to de- 
termine the foreign value upon which the 
duty is assessed. 

In view of the amount of attention be- 
stowed by the committee upon these prop- 
ositions for a change in the basis of in- 
voice valuations, it would not be surpris- 
ing should the House bill provide an im- 
portant innovation in this respect, but no 
vote has been reached in committee and 
it seems probable that the question will 
be one of the last to be determined be- 
fore the biil is reported. 

While the House Committee is absorbed 
in the consideration of the many problems 
presented in the extended hearings, and 
in the briefs and other statements since 
placed on file, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee is also giving attention to the sub- 
ject, and especially to the _ proposed 
umendments to the customs administra- 
tive laws. No subject brought to the at- 
tention of the Senate Committee in this 
connection is regarded as of more im- 
portance than the plan unanimously fa- 
vored by the Board of General Appraisers 
to establish a customs court of agpeas, 
of the 


































and to change the designation 
board to the United States Customs 
Court. The favorable consideration 


which is being shown this pees and 
the influences that are being brought to 
bear to secure its adoption render it of 
vita! interest, both to the importers of 
the country and to the domestic manufac- 
turers. The Reporter’s readers, therefore, 
will be interested to examine a statement 
filed with the Senate Committee by the 
Board of General Appraisers in support 
of the bill, . R. 567, creating ‘‘The 
United States Circuit Court of Customs 
Appeals,”’ which it is proposed shall be 
incorporated in the revised customs ad- 
ministrative law or enacted as a sepa- 


rate and distinct statute. The board 
fays:— 

“This bill vests jurisdiction in this court of 
all appeals taken from the Board of United 
States General Appraisers and provides ap- 
peals shall be taken directly to that court 


from the board It further vests jurisdiction 
therein over extraordinary process affecting the 
customs service. It further contains an itin- 
erant provision in that a single justice thereof 


may proceed from port to port in the differ- 
ent circuits of the United States, as to the 
justices of the Supreme Court, for the pur 


pose of hearing argument and other proceed 
ings in customs appeal cases. Its relation 
to the Supreme Court of the United States is 
identical with that of other courts of appeal. 
and is intended to effect a speedy and sound 
adjudication of all customs appeals and re 
lieve the existing circuit courts and circuit 
courts of appeal of that class of cases. 
“The adjudication of the questions affecting 
a tariff act concerns the raising of as much 
as $330,000,000 public revenue annually, the 
prosperity and existence of most of the great 
industries of the country, and the cost of 
almost every article of consumption to every 
citizen of the land. The success or failure of 
business enterprises constituting the great vol- 
ume of about $1,500,000,000 of annua! foreign 
importatione, the great importing business of 
the nation, is also vitally affected by a speedy 
fair, and just interpretation of that law. €&0o 
intimately is the national welfare associated 
with this law that every re-enactment of it 
witnesses excessive trade disturbances. 
“As every rate and every phrase of a tariff 
act are the subject of judicial construction 
until such ie finally had no tariff act is com- 
plete, and until then all affected trades and 
industries are to an extent unsettled 
‘*While with the country at large the (Con 
gress is popularly believed the determinative 
body of tariff rates and schedules, as a matter 
of fact the courts and the customs adminis 
trative officers finally, in a great number if 
not great majority of cases, determine these 
mattere. The Dingley tariff law passed Con- 
gress in July, 1897. and by reason of inter- 
pretation and construction of its provisions 
whole schedules and numerous rates have been 
greatly changed from the supposed, if not 
manifest, purpose of Congress. These changes 
frequently net 10 per cent., 15 per cent., and 
sometimes greater differences, And at this 
day—over eleven years after that enactment— 
there are yet pending for decision questions of 
equal import, which by reason of the long 
drawn out road to final appellate decision may 
yet be delayed a year or years. The Dingley 
act to-day is a court-made and not a (Con- 
gress-made statute, which, perforce the slow 
appellate processes provided, is still under- 
going tardy but certain changes. 
‘"That administration and judicial construc 
tion of a tariff law determine its character 
has been the history of every such law. The 
progressive changes in the average rate of 
éuty collected upon dutiable importations under 











the tariff law of 1897 bear witness to this fact. 
The average ad valorem rate of duty collected 


upon dutiable merchandise from 1897 to the 
close of the fiscal year 1908 is as follows:— 
1889, 48.80 per cent.; 1899, 62.07 per cent.; 
1900, 49.24 per cent.; 1901, 49.64 per cent.; 
1902, 49.78 per cent.; 1903, 49.03 per cent.; 
1904, 48.78 per cent.; 1905, 45.24 per cent.; 
1906, 44.16 per cent.; 1907, 2.55 per cent.; 
1908, 42.78 per cent. 


“The duties collected during the fiscal year 








1898 included sums collected under the pre- 
vious tariff act. The highest rate of duty col- 
lected under the tariff law of 1889 was during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1899, when 
the average rate was 52.07, and the le: dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1907, when the average 
rate was 42.55. The average ad valorem rate 
of duty collected under the Dinglay tariff in 
the year 1908 was nearly 10 per cent. below 
that collected in 1899 and was about that 
collected, in the last full year of the Wilson- 
Gorman tariff law, to wit, 1897, which was 

2.17 per cent. ad valorem. 

“No practicable scheme or plan for reim 
bursement to the government of duties pend- 
ing litigation over a rate can be devised ex- 
cept the collection of the higher rate during 


that period. In considering the vices resultant 
upon delay in ultimate decision of customs ap- 
peals, therefore, not the least to be borne in 
mind is that this higher rate of duty, already 
held illegal by the first tribunal, must be kept 
in full force and effect pending final decision, 
so that this law results and has resulted in the 
exaction of illegal duties for years and be- 
comes and is an instrument for the defeat of 


justice and the intent of the Congress by 
keeping in effect the exaction of illegal rates 
of duty. Upon final decision these are re- 
funded in part to the attorney, in part to 
the broker, and in part to the importer. But 
there is no refund to the consumer, who, by 
reason of the maintenance of the higher rate 
of duty, has been compelled to pay an arti 
ficial and illegally exacted price for his mer 
chandise. On behalf of the manufacturer, who 


profits by this illegal rate of duty, it is advan- 
tageous that litigation be prolonged. We may 
not, therefore, be surprised to find that agents 
of any who have found this to be advan- 
tageoue would be strenuously in favor of the 
maintenance of the present dilatory system 
of appeals. Of course, should the illegally 
exacted rate be upon raw material, the re- 
sult of prolonged litigation might eventually be 
made the means of driving out of business 
the manufacturer in this country consuming 
such material. 


“Speedy and sound adjudication of these 
cases is vitally necessary to settle business 
conditions and just assessment of public rev- 





enues. Only three years since, four and a half 


years were, on an average, required after the 
decisicn by the Board of General Appraisers 
for the final determination in the circuit 
courts of appeal of any point of law raised 
with reference to any provision or rate of 
the tariff act. Since that time, perforce the 
dilatory system of law provided, it yet re- 


quires two and a half years to eettle finally 
any such question. This is to a large extent 
by reason of the fact that appeals from the 
Board of General Appraisers are first prose- 
cuted to the circuit courts and thence to the 
circuit courts of appeal, Under the amend- 
ments of May 27, 1908, a different and, per- 
haps, slighily more expeditious provision was 
enacted. This provides that all appeals from 
decisions of the Board of General Appraisers 
shall be taken to United States circuit courts; 


that thereafter the government of right, but 
the importer only on certificate from the 
judge deciding the case, can appeal to the 
United States circuit court of appeals. This 


procedure still invites delay by putting a pre 
mium upon it. It is to the interest of both 
counsel and importer, having lodged the ap- 
peal, to delay its determination as long as 
possible, for each day adds to the accumu 
lated protests on that point, the refunds upon 
which they divide, while the higher assessed 
rate of duty enables them to collect the dif- 
ference from the consumer. Consequently, 
whatever shortens the life of a customs ap- 
peal ratably reduces the number of protests to 
be handled by the customs officere and board 
upon that subject. Herein, therefore, is the 
most practical solution of the vexed problem 
of reducing the great number of protests now 
filed. As protests are made on each shipment 
during an appeal, whatever ghortens the time 
ef appeal pro rata lessens the number of 
protests. The legislation proposed by this 
bill will reduce the period of final determina 
tion of all issues raised concerning the tariff 
law certainly to within one year, now two 
and a half years. 

“The average life an appeal under the 
amendements of May 27, 1908, is as yet purely 
speculative, but experience warrants the state- 
ment that where the inclination exists, and it 
always will where profit is possible, there will 
under this amendment be no perceptible short- 
ening of the average life of customs appeals 
In fact some of those interested have publicly 
declared that the new act would not expedite 
their causes. While in the appellate procedure 


of 


some material progress was made by this 
amendment, the real exigencies have not been 
met. There yet remains the great diversity 


of practically final authority. In fact this fea- 


ture is aggravated, for where final decision 
was previously ordinarily had in one of 9 
circuit courts of appeal, such now rests in 


9 circuit courts of appeal, 29 circuit judges, 
89 district judges and 9 supreme court judges, 
all of whom are qualified to sit as circuit 
judges, not to mention the territorial judges 
and those of the District of Columbia. Already 
the books contain numerous conflicting de- 
cisions of customs cases decided by co-ordinate 











eireuit courts and circuit courts of appeal 
sufficient to indicate the probabilities of con- 
fusion resulting under this amendment. 
‘“‘Moreover, no warrant of reasons seems ap- 
parent why a decision by three members of 
the Board of General Appraisers, checked off 
in approval by six others, all of whom are 
lawyers who for years have been schooled in 
customs law and practice, who have the wit- 
nesses thoroughly schooled in every such case 
that arises, should be reversed by one circuit 
judge who seldom hears a customs case, knows 
but little about that peculiar law, has no wit- 


nesses before him, and whose court is already 


overcrowded by other causes. 

“It is the theory of representative govern- 
ment that every official is more or less un- 
consciously controlled by local education and 
environment.

are examples. Circuit judges who by law 
must be appointed from residents within the 
circuit in which they reside; district judges 
the same; and the personnel of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, constituted upon 
the same theory, is of judges who are ap- 
pointed with reference to their geographical 
residence.

a century’s experiences. The tariff law is one 
which affects differently different sections of 
the country; it is a law that affects the whole 
nation, and in the interpretation of every rate, 


paragraph and schedule of which the whole 
nation and every section thereof is vitally 
concerned. It is a law, therefore, in the 
determination of which, manifestly, there 
should be brought representation from the va- 
rious sections and parties of the country; 
and its construction, if the theory of our 


representative government be true, should not 
be in the main vested in but one of the circuit 
courts of the United States. At the present 
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time 83 per cent. of the customs appeals from 
decisions of the Board of General Appraisers, 
which is a representative body appointed from 


all sections and parties of the country, are 
decided by the circuit court for the southern 
district of New York, which is but one of 4% 
circuit court districts. On appeal from the 
circuit courts the ultimate decision of over 
¥U per cent. of the cases appealed to circuit 
courts of appeal are decided by the circuit 
court of appeal for the second circuit, which 
is made up of judges from the States of New 
York, Vermont and Connecticut, principally 
New York—3 of the 46 States of the Union 

and who by law are required to be residents 
of those States before they are eligible to 
membership in that court. Wither as fact or 
as precedent these courts decide finally over 
8S per cent. of the customs cases on appeal, 
and these precedents control the remaining 


percentage of such decisions, 


“It is but fair, just and right, it is in har- 
mony with representative government, that 
in the construction of a law in which every 


decision rendered affects the whole country and 


every citizen and section of the country, and 
ofttimes different sections differently, and in 
which the whole country and every citizen is 


interested from the standpoints of development, 


growth and taxes, should be finally construed 
by a judicial body drawn from the entire 
country and not a fractional part thereof. 


This is true as a matter of governmental prin 


ciple without the least reflection upon any 
member of the courts mentioned, all of whom 
are jurists of well-known learning in the law 


and profound in their decisions, 

“It is a matter of great injustice, 
to those judges and all parties to litigation 
to thrust these cases upon a court already 
greatiy overburdened with a_ diversity of 
causes—civil, criminal and admiralty. The 
condition of the files of the United States 
circuit court for the southern district of New 
York earnestly demands that they should be 
relieved of every possible number and class 
of cases. The President-elect in various 
speeches throughout the country has pointed 
out that one of the most serious governmental 
problems of the day is the great delay in 
judicial proceedings and the overburdened con- 


however, 


dition of court dockets. 

“Formerly this circuit comprised the dis- 
tricts of Vermont and Connecticut and the 
northern, southern and eastern districts otf 
New York. Each district had a single dis- 
trict judge; there was one circuit justice and 


circuit judge, making seven in all, In 
Judge Lacombe was appointed circuit 
judge. In 181, when the circuit court of ap- 
peals was established, Judge Shipman was 
appointed circuit judge. In 1900 the western 
district of New York was established, and 
Judge Hazel was appointed district judge. In 
ivvz a fourth circuit judge (Judge Coxe) was 
appointed. In 1903 a second district judge 
(Judge Holt) was appointed in the southern 
district of New York; and in 1906 a third dis- 
trict judge (Judge Hough) was appointed. So 
that at present the judges qualified to sit in 
this circuit and to hear customs cases are 13 in 
number, including Circuit Justice Peckham of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. They 
consist of one circuit justice, four circuit 
judges and eight district judges. 
‘‘Notwithstanding the large personnel of this

court and their great industry, as shown by 
the number of matters disposed of each year, 
the extraordinary amount of litigation arising 
within the circuit has resulted in an extra- 
ordinary accumulation of pending causes. A 
bill is now pending in Congress, favorably 
reported, to increase by one this personnel. 
The condition of the files in the court and the 


extraordinary number of causes arising therein 
would seem to require this court for ordinary 
cases to consist of an increase of at least one- 


third in its personnel. Even this in all prob- 
ability would not be sufficient, for the reason 
that the judges therein are much overtaxed 
in their labors and, it is pertinent to add, 
greatly underpaid. According to the annual 
report of the Attorney-General for 1008 there 
were pending July 1, 1908, in the southern 
district of New York the following number of 
cases :—

_ “Thus it will be seen that of matters pend- 
ing within said district there were July 1, 
1908, 16,448; that during the fiscal year pre- 
ceding there were disposed of 2,264 matte rs, as 
against 2,089 new matters filed. Of the cur- 
rent business 725 more matters arose therein 
than were disposed of, which represent the 


annual addition to the accumulated undisposed 


of matters. The ratio is about one- 
third of that actually disposed of. Given 
16,448 matters pending, to which 725 are an- 
nually added, we have the figures presented 
by the report of the Attorney-General of the 
condition of the business within that district, 


into which 85 per cent. of the customs appeals 
are thrown for decision under existing law. 
“In the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Second Circuit, to which go customs appeals 
from the Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, there were pending and un- 
decided on July 1, 1907, 128 matters, and 
docketed during the fiscal year 1908, 286 mat- 
ters, There were disposed of during that fiscal 
year 281 matters, and therefore pending 
July 1, 1908, 1383 matters. If the customs 
appeals were withdrawn from the Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New York 
and the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second 

















Circuit, their already overburdened calendars 
would be in a measure relieved In any event 
appelate cases, many of which involve as to 


customs appeals hundreds of thousands and at 
times more than a million dollars, dependent 
upon intricate points of peculiar law, trade 
customs, scientific investigation, principles of 
manufacture, with voluminous records of testi- 
mony and far-reaching in their effects upon the 


commerce and manufactures of the country 
years to follow, should be determined by spe- 
clally qualified judges with ample and un- 


disturbed time for deliberate consideration. 
“The study, construction and interpretation 
of customs law, principles and precedents is 
one of peculiar technicality, just as much so 
as probate, admiralty and other special 
branches of the law. 








No man can become pro- ; 





ficient in it unless he makes it a specialty. 


It is of such volume and peculiarity that it 
requires the whole time, attention and study 
of any lawyer, however great his qualifica- 
tions. Its bearing upon the country and its 
industries is such that no man can be charged 
With its adjudication properly the greater por 


tion of whose time is required to be devoted to 





the construction of other law. ‘Those practicing 
customs law uniformly, where their business 
is of any moment are compelled to devote 
their entire time to customs iaw, Yet, under 
the present system, the appeals on this sub- 
ject prosecuted from decisions of the board 
of General Appraisers are taken into and de 
termined by circuit courts and circuit courts 
of appeal, presiding in which are judge whose 
entire time is more than occupied with cases 
invulving other branches of the law and with 
Which alone most of those courts are greatiy 
overburdened and far behind, 

“When customs cases are presented in‘ their 
courts they are exceptional cases, Their 
calendars are already overcrowded This is 
particularly true in that circuit which has 
the decision of over 383 per cent. of the customs 
appeals—the Southern District of New York, 
Necessarily the United States Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of New York and 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit (New York, Vermont, Con- 
necticut), by reason of the vast population of 
New York and the numerous controversies 
therein, are mvore overburdened with ordinary 


caSes than any other circuit court or circuit court 
of appeals. Yet these are the courts to which 
over 383 per cent, of Customs appeals are prose 
cuted. its judges are able, exceedingly indus- 
trious, but absolutely overworked by reason of 
the multiplicity of causes before their courts. 
ihe time and attention required by the in- 
trusion of customs appeals upon the attention 
of these judges cannot properly be ascertained 
by tke numerical estimate of appeals, for the 
reason that where other cases might depend 
upon the construction of familiar statutes or 
principles of law, customs cases are peculiar 
both as to iaw and fact and require special 
study and examination for sound decision, In 
view of the constantly increasing population 
and litigation in this circuit the probabilities 
are strong that in the decision of cases other 
than customs cases alone even greater addi 
tions tu the personnel of that circuit will 
have tu be made, 

“Witness the proof of these statements in 
that there are now pending on appeal from 
the board in United States circuit courts ap- 
proximately 82U appeals; in the United States 
courts of appeal 72 causes. Of these over 60U 
are pending in the circuit court for the south 
ern district of New York, while the entire 72 
in circuit courts of appeal are, with the ex- 
eeption of 12, in the circuit court of appeals 
for the second (New York) circuit. These in- 
Volve many duplicated appeals which will be 
disposed of by one hearing and decision, but 
present a calendar, nevertheless, which sug- 











gests an imposition upon thie circuit of cases 
Which should be mor ratably distributed 
throughout the circuits or collected within a 
Single special circuit Where constant and ex- 
clusive attention could be given such impor 
tant issues. 

\ tair estimate of the number « appeals 
Which would be heaid by the proposed circuit 
court of customs appeals may be etated to be 
from 500 to 1,000, of which from 150 to 200 
would involve different and intricate problems 
of law and fact I is a sullicient number 
of cases to be well considered by any court 
of three Judges. The number of appeals per 
annum for the past four years trom the 
Board of United States General Appraisers i 
represented by the following tabulated list, 
which ale indicates the moment of such 
cases:

“There are pending at the present time and 

would be upon enactment of the proposed bill 
approximately 1,000 appeals from the Board 
of General Appraisere in the various circuit 
courts and circuit courts of appeal throughout 
the United States. Many of these are dupli- 
cates, but there are at least 160 separate, dis 
tinct, and important litigated issues The 
court, then, at organization would be met 
with this number of cases upon its calendar, 
and annually arising thereafter at least 600 
appeals, of which at least 150 would be sub 
jects of much consideration. In view of the 
early enactment of a tariff law, it is fair to 
assume that the number of appeals arising 
hereafter would be much greater than this. 
Particularly would this be true in the presence 
of a court whereat early final decision could 
be hac, The greater expedition given to liti- 
gation the greater the desire of the party actu- 























ally in interest to try out his rights in the 
court of last resort. 

‘“‘A comparison of the appeals pending in 
different courts is instructive. 

“The Supreme Court of the United States, 
consisting of nine justices, from 1890 to 1998, 
inclusive, disposed of, on an average, 400 cases 
per annum. This included decisions upon 
extraordinary and other process. This would 
be an average of approximately 45 decieions 
per justice The reports of that court show 
many of these decisions to be rendered with 
out opinion. While it is undoubtedly true 
that the questions presented to the Supreme 
Court are much more weighty than those that 
would be presented to the proposed court, 
nevertheless many customs cases are finally 
adjudicated in the Supreme Court, and many 
of them rank in importance far ahead of the 
average case decided by the Supreme Court. 

“The respective United States circuit courts 
of appeal during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1908, disposed of upon ap average less 

135 appeals each. They were as fol- 

First circuit, ; second cireuit, 281; 

circuit, 114; fourth circuit, 52; fifth cir- 
euit, 128; sixth circuit, 135; seventh circuit, 87; 
eighth circuit, 203; ninth circuit, 12 total, 
1,209. The reports of the Attorney-General show 
that this was an extraordinary number of 
cases decided by those courts, and greater than 
in any preceding year 

“The Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia, an appellate court of three judges 
paid an annual salary of $7,000 each, dis 
posed of the following matters during the 
years 1902 to 1908, inclusive:—1902, 149; 190% 
131: 1904, 131; 1905, 175; 1906, 176; 1907, 169; 
1908, 185, 

“It would seem quite as important that a 
tribunal of the same dignity and standing and 
comparatively the same expense should be 
accorded to ultimately determine all appeals 
in customs cases, many of which involve mil- 
lions of dollars of refunds from the govern- 
ment, and each of which involves the substan 
tial rights of the great manufacturing and 
importing interests of the country, and the

of some of these great interests, 
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therefore, would not only 
be of the highest order, but sufficient to keep 
at least three qualified judges busy. 

‘4 calculation of the expense of the pro- 
posed court fixes it at approximately $50,000 
per annum. ‘This is an insignificant sum com- 
pared with the results to be obtained. The 
time of ultimate decisions in customs cases 
would be reduced to within one year instead 
of as at present requiring two and one-half 
years or more. It would add to the expense 
of collecting the customs revenues, which, ac- 
cording to the last annual report of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, was $9,580,626.25 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, such an 
insignificant sum could hardly be estimated 
in percentages. Indeed, public service can 
be adeqfately estimated in dollars and cents, 
lf only that branch of the public service were 
established and if only that administration of 
and the laws were provided which, by 
performance of its duties, returned in dol-

lars and cents the expense of its constitution, 
but few would be constituted. The same may 
be said of the time during which public officers 
are employed. If offices were not to be created 
which did not occupy the entire time of the offi- 
cials or which did not keep them pressed to 


their utmost capacity and intelligence and abil- 


ity, but few offices would be created. The 
justices of the higher courts, members of Con- 
gress and other public officials performing the 
highest duties in public service are not and 
should not be kept continually at their desks, 

“Objection has been made to the constitution 
of this court by those interested in the present 
dilatory system, in that it provides that the 
justices thereof must be experienced in cus- 
toms laws and admitted to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, This is a remarkable 


criticism, It bespeaks ignorance in the place 
of intelligence of the particular subject to be 
decided. The trend of all modern business and 


professional lines is toward specialism, This 
principle is observed in the personnel of the 
greatest courts of the land. Mr. Justice Brown, 
lately retired from the Supreme Court, was 
specially appointed to that bench by reason of 
his extensive knowledge of admiralty law. Mr. 
Justice White, at present an honorable mem- 
ber of that court, was appointed by reason in 
part of his special knowledge of civil law, Mr. 
Justice Lacombe, of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for. the Second District_and 
a judge in the Southern District of New York, 


was appointed to that branch especially to de- 
cide customs cases by reason of his special 
knowledge of customs laws. 

“It is deemed so completely special that cus- 
Board of 


toms attorneys practicing before the 

General Appraisers and the courts in this line 
practice in no other branches of the law, and 
few other lawyers care to undertake this class 
of case. If it be true that those not skilled 
in customs law should be appointed judges of 
customs cases it would be equally true that 
those not versed in any law should be ap- 
pointed judges of general cases, and so on ad

infinitum. The result of this 
ductio ad absurdum is that judges are 
qualified by snorance than intelligence 
that laymen and not lawyers should be 
judges of our courts. 

‘There is a general provision in the bill that 
the appointees should be admitted to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. This is a 
prudent provision and secures in the personnel 
of the court the requirement to practice in 
the Supreme Court, to wit, that they shall 
have been engaged in general practice of the 
law in some State of the Union for the period 
of at least three years This assures in the 
personnel of that cot general practitioners 
specially skilled in customs laws. No less 
qualifications should surround the personnel of 
any court, 

‘Further criticism is made by parties inter- 
ested in dilatory proceedings that judges of the 














general bench are better qualified to decide 
these cases than those specially skilled in 
customs laws, &@8 members of the board, who 
are specially skilled in this line of law. The 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the United 
States fail to carry out this contention. Since 


1891 fifteen appeals were passed upon by the 








board, the cireuit courts the circuit courts 
of ppeal and the Supreme Court, and the 
final decision by the Supreme Court was as 
follows:— ;

‘When it is borne in mind that after leaving 
the board additional testimony was introduced 
by one side or the other, or both, in the Cir- 
cuit Court in most, if not all, of these cases, 
and that therefore the circuit courts and the 
cireuit courts of appeal passing upon the 


cases had a complete record, whereas the board 
had 1 incomplete record, the record of the 
board for reversal in the Supreme Court of the 





United States is remarkable. 
“A frequent vice of the present system we 
find in the defeated litigants seeking another 


circuit to relitigate their cases already de- 
cided in the hope of favorable decision, or pre- 
ferring certain circuits by reason of supposed 
advantages arising from divergent views taken 
in earlier decisions. In several instances 


there are now conflicting decisions on the same 
point, not alone between circuit courts but 
also between circuit courts of appeal, which 
naturally result in the enforcement of different 
rates of duty at different ports if these de- 
cisions are observed by the lower tribunals. 


The amendment of 1908, as stated, will simply 
multiply these differences 

‘‘The customs administration of this country, 
excepting its unperfected appellate provisions, 
is the most perfect in existence, and the vast 
revenue collected, the almost incalculable value 








of the interests affected, can well afford the 
additional expense to perfect this system. The 
final appellate authority upon customs mat- 





ter 





should, by reason of the diversity of sub- 


jects and the technicality required for sound 
decision, be not alone schooled in customs law 
and practice but should have ample time to, 
and should study many cases from the stand- 


points of science, mechanics and mechanism, 
as well as history of development and produc- 








tion. The importance of the subjects as bear- 
ing upon the interests directly or indirectly 
of every citizen of the country, in more ways 
than one, demands the most studious and 
painstaking consideration and should not be 
cast by the law as an unimportant increment 
to an already overcrowded jurisdiction. 

‘This government, however, is great enough, 
strong enough and always abundantly able to 
pay the expenses of whatever system conduces 
to the welfare of the public and its best inter- 
ests as a nation. As one of its results would 
be to make certain and complete all litigated 
rates and provisior of the tariff act in about 
one-third the time now required it would 
seem that the expense involved would be in- 
significant in omparison with that result 
alone 

“The enactment of this bill should provide a 
court which would relieve the congested dock- 
ets of other courts, unify the decisions on cus- 
toms appeals, expedite such decisions to one- 
third of the present required time, and add 


to the completeness of the most nearly 
customs system in existence."’ 

The plan to change the designation of 
the Board of General Appraisers to that 
of the “United States Customs Court” 
would involve no very important change 
in its present organization, but would 
give it greater dignity and relieve it to 
some extent from the supervision of the 
Treasury Department, by which it is now 
occasionally embarrassed,

The interval of the holiday occasion- 
ed a fairly active movement at the 
opening, but as the week advanced 
general conditions assumed their 
earlier effect, and prevailing dullness 
settled upon the market. Despite the 
unmistakable evidence of the times, 
dealers, as a rule, are not disposed to 
abandon their confidence in the near 


future, with the new administration in 
power and the more assuring state- 
ments regarding a reasonably early 
settlement of the tariff question. The 
market has not been lacking in de- 
velopments of more than usual in- 
terest. Opium retained an apparently 
steady tendency, with sales of case 
lots reported at the market basis. 
A slight appreciation at the Amster- 
dam cinchona bark auction did not 
appear to exert more than a senti- 
mental effect on quinine. Makers an- 


nounced a further reduction in citric 
acid and the citrates, a move that 
caused little surprise in view of the 


competition of the foreign product and 


the easing of the raw material. An 
advance in Conti’s green and mottled 


Gastile soap was based on the olive oil 
situation. Ergot was generally firmer. 


Haarlem oil yielded to the sharpness 
of selling tactics. Glycerine was 
easier for C. P. and dynamite under 
the old conditions. Lycopodium was 
the subject of unusually stimulating 


primary advices and spot prices rose 
steadily, following the renewal of buy- 
ing interest. sjalsam copaiba was up- 
ward in consequence of short supplies. 
There was no abatement of the strong 
position of Canada fir. Light trading 
characterized the vanilla bean market, 
but values were well sustained. The 
Messina essences were devoid of new 
interest and the same easy tone pre- 
vailed. Most holders maintained firmer 
views on peppermint oil. Short buchu 
attracted keener interest, as a result 
of a higher level reported at the Lon- 
don auction. Jalap root seemed less 
readily available.

Looking back over the month just 
ended, there is little evidence of sub- 
stantial improvement in the great in- 
dustries of the country and there ap- 
pears to be little prospect of any ma- 
terial betterment in the immediate fu- 
ture. The tariff agitation, the cut in 
steel prices and the usual uncertainty 
surrounding the agricultural situation 
are all factors which are bound to keep 
business more or less unsettled for the 
present and, incidently, the consumer Is 
satisfied to keep purchases within the 
limits of current necessities. Advices 
at hand indicate moderate business 
with an increase in small transactions 
and a decrease in large ones. Reports 
from the textile and paper industries 
are rather encouraging and market 
values reflect a firm tendency, but un- 
derlying conditions seem to demon- 
strate that the strength is due more 
to the high prices of crude materials 


than to any unusual activity in con- 


suming demand. In the metal market 
conditions are unfavorable at the 
moment. Price reductions have 
been frequently made, but have 


failed to stimulate business be- 
yond actual requirements. Economy 
is apparent in all branches of indus- 
try and there seems to be some In- 


crease in idle men and machinery. AS 


far as coming crops are concerned, the 
general opinion is that the closing sea- 
son has improved the chances of wheat 
and rye in America as well as in Rus- 
sia and Central Europe. The least fa- 
vorable prospects are in the red wheat 
districts in the North Central States. 
Southwestern indications are better. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 2%@3 per cent. for ninety days and 
3 per cent. for six months. Call 
money on the Stock Exchange has 
ranged from 1%@2% per cent, Fri- 
day’s close being 2 per cent. The higher 
grades of mercantile paper were held 
at 3%@4 per cent. for choice four and 
six months’ single names, and 4@5 per 
cent. for others. Bar silver closed Fri- 
day at 50%c. Mexican dollars were 44 
@50c. In sterling exchange the rates 
for actual business were $4.8740@4.8745 
demand, $4.8780@4.8790 cables, and com- 
mercial bills, $4.844%4@4.85%.

The present 
Diamond Match Company was organ- 
ized in 1889, with a capital stock of 
$6,000,000. In 1892 this amount was in- 
creased to $7,500,000, in 1893 to $9,000,000, 
in 1895 to $11,000,000, in 1899 to $15,- 
000,000, and in 1906 to the present 
amount, $16,000,000. The company has 
always paid 10 per cent. a year on its 
stock, the total of its distributions, 
since organization, amounting to near- 
ly $25,000,000. 

Advices from Chicago state that the 
new $5,000,000 plant of the Corn Prod- 
ucts Company, at Summit, will be 
completed this year and will be paid 
for out of earnings. The business of 
the company has shown steady im- 
provement during the last few weeks. 

Directors of the E. I. Du Pont de

Order Allowing Use of Benzoate 
of Soda. 


Washington, Feb, 26, 1909. 


In conformity with the recently promul- 
gated tinding of the Board of Referees to 
the effect that benzoate of soda is not a 
Celeterious or poisonous ingredient when 
mixed with food, the Board, composed of 
the Secretaries of Agriculture, the Treas- 
ury and Commerce and Labor, has issued 
the following decision amending former 
decisions Nos. 76 and 89:— 

The Referee Board of Consulting Scientific 
Experts, composed of Dr. Ira Remsen, Dr. 
Russell M. Chittenden, Dr. John H. Long, Dr 
Alonzo E, Taylor and Dr. C. A. Herter, have 
reported upon the use of benzoate of soda in 
foods, The board reports, as a result of three 
extensive and exhaustive investigations, that 
benzoate of soda mixed with food is not del 
terious or poisonous and is not injurious to 
health The summary of the report of the 
Referee Board is published herewith. 

It having been determined that benzoate of 
soda mixed with food is not deleterious or 
poisonous and is not injurious to health, no ob 
jection will be raised under the food ant 
drugs act to the use in food of benzoate of 
soda, provided that each container or packas 
of such food its plainly labeled to show the 
presence and amount of benzoate of soda.

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The Standard Retrial at Chicago 


Last week the retrial of the Standard 
Oil Company in the matter involving the 
famous $29,000,000 fine was begun in Chi- 
cago before Judge Anderson. The retrial 
comes #s the result of a reversal of the 
judgment by the Court of Appeals, which 
ordered a new trial. In the first trial the 
government contended that each car lot of 
oil shipped by the Standard constituted 
a separate offense, and as each offense 
carried with it a maximum fine of $20,000, 
they succeeded in having the aggregate of 
punishment reach $29,500,000. The govern- 
ment, however, has abandoned this con- 
tention by reason of the decision of the 
Appellate Court,

ed for a new venire. He claimed that

A Technical Method for the Com- 
plete Analysis of Commer- 


cial Bluestone 
BY ROBERT KANN. 
Commercial bluestone is to a very large 
extent a by-product of some metallurgical 
or chemical process, and only seldom a 
specially manufactured article. Therefore 
tiie impurities are numerous, though not 
always vcbjectionable. A complete analy- 
sis of bluestone is very suggestive, as it 


will give a fair idea of its usability for 
eertain purposes. A complete analysis 
comprises the determination of tota] in- 


soluble matter, iron, calcium, total sul- 
phur trioxide, copper, nickel and arsenic. 


DETERMINATION OF TOTAL INSOLUBLE 
MATTER. 

Dissolve 20 grams of bluestone in 200 

c.c, distilled water, add 5 c.c. of strong 


nitric acid, boil till solution is clear and 
filler through a tared gouch crucible, 
wush thoroughiy with hot water, dry and 
weigh. 

‘Transfer filtrate to a 500 c.c, graduated 
flask, fill up to the mark and mix thor- 
ougiily. 

DETERMINATION OF IRON. 

Take a 100 c.c. suction of the solution, 
which equals 4 grams of bluestone, trans- 
fer to a 400 e.c, beaker, precipitate with 
ammonia, filtgr, dissolve in dilute hydro- 
chloriec acid from the filter, wash, precip- 
itate solution with hydrogen-sulphur gas, 
filter, add a few drops of nitric acid to 
the filter tn oxidize iron in solution and 
finally precipitate with ammonia, filter, 
wash with hot water, dry, ignite and 
weigh as FesO,; or redissolve ferric hy- 
drate in dilute sulphuric acid and deter- 
mine iron oohimetrically with a standard 
solution of potassium-permanganate, 

DETERMINATION OF CALCIUM. 

Take a 100 c.c. suction of the solution, 
transfer to a 400 c.c. beaker, add 25 c.c. 
solution of ammonium oxalate and am- 
monia till solution is deep blue, boil, al- 
low to settle, filter, wash with hot water 
containing a drop of ammonia, dry, ignite 
in platinum crucible to convert calcium 
oxalate into carbonate, dissolve in dilute 
hydrochloric acid, precipitate with am- 
monia any iron which may be present, 
repeat if necessary in case larger amounts 
of iron are present, filter, wash and pre- 
cipitate filtrate with ammonium oxalate 
as before, filter, wash precipitate, transfer 
from filter to a 400 c.c, beaker, run 25 
c.c, of hot sulphuric acid (1:5) through the 


filter and wash with hot water contain- 
ing a drop of hydrochloric acid, collect 
washings in the same beaker, heat to 
boiling and titrate with a standard solu- 


tion of potassium permanganate of which 
lec.c is equal to 0.002 grams Ca. 
DETERMINATION OF TOTAL SULPHUR 
TRIOXIDE. 
of the solution to a 300 
c.c. beaker, add 5 ¢.c. strong hydrochloric 
acid and 100 c.c. water, boil, add 25 c.c. 
of boling solution of barium chloride, let 
settle on a warm place, filter, wash, ig- 
nite and weigh as BaSoO, 
DETERMINATION OF COPPER. 

Mix 100 e.c. of the solution with 6 c.c. 
ammonia, sp. gr. 0.90, 6 c.c. dilute nitric 
acid (1:1), and 40 c.c. dilute sulphuric acid 
(1:5), in a tall beaker and electrolyze for 
about sixteen hours with a current of % 
to 4 ampere. Test whether all copper is 
plated out by slipping the cathode down 
so us to expose some clean platinum sur- 
face to the solution.

last particles of arsenic. Collect distil- 
late in a 500 c.c, beaker, neutralize with 
ammonia, then make slightly acid with 


hydrochloric acid and finally add an ex- 
cess of sodium bicarbonate, cool and ti- 
trate with a standard solution of jodine, 
of which 1 ec.c. is equal to 0.002 grams 
As. The distilliation is best carried out 
over a small electric heater, as an even 
temperature can be maintained.

Second hands report a moderate in- 
crease in jobbing orders, but there is 
no perceptible improvement in the de- 
mand for round lots and the market 
in general is tame and devoid of par- 
ticular interest. As stated before the 
demand for contract deliveries of most 
varieties of chemicals is fair and from 
estimates of the volume of shipments 
for the month it seems evident that 
February, 1909, shows a _ satisfactory 
increase over the same month in 1908. 
General trade conditions at the mo- 
ment, however, are not such as to 
warrant new extensive purchases and 
many leading chemical concerns look 
for no material improvement until the 
tariff agitation is finally canned and 
out of the way. As the spring season 
draws nearer, a moderate increase is 
noted in the demand for agricultural 
chemicals and it is probable that a 
fair volume of business will shortly 
be booked in these descriptions. In 
the way of price changes for the week, 
nitrate of lead has advanced despite 
the uncertain feeling current in the 
metal and some little business has 
been transacted on the higher level. 
Chloride of barium has ruled a shade 
easier under freer offerings from dock 
and goods have been available at $37 
a ton. The demand for bleach is not 
as urgent as formerly, but the market 
is firm and values are fully sustained. 
No improvement can be noted in the 
arsenic situation and the market con- 
tinues in its same dormant state. 
Further price cutting in copper metal 
has influenced a cautious feeling in 
blue vitriol and sales have been re- 
stricted to actual requirements. A de- 


tailed market report of the principal 
chemicals is indicated below, also a 
summary of the Liverpool chemical 


market :— 
Heavy Chemicals, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
market maintains a firm position under 
a fairly steady demand from manufac- 
turing consumers. Shipments on exist- 
ing contracts are said to compare 
favorably with other years and these 
with the run of new orders are suffi- 
cient to prevent material accumula- 
tions in first hands. Makers quote Ic. 
for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f, 0. b. works, 
and an advance of .20c. all around for 
goods delivered in this section, less the 
usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The con- 
suming demand is not as urgent as 
formerly, although an active movement 
is still in progress on contracts. In 
some quarters it was stated that ac- 
cumulations existed, but the market has 
shown no relaxation of stability either 
for prompt or forward deliveries. Im- 
porters are asking 1.30@1.35c. for stand- 
ard makes, according to seller, brand 
and terms of sale. Car lots of Eng- 
lish and German are held at 1.25¢e, and 
1.20c., respectively. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A fair run of in- 
quiries is reported from the soap, paper 
and other manufacturing industries, 
but trading lacks spirit and, barring 
deliveries on old contracts, operations 
are mostly small and confined within 
the limits of current requirements. 
Makers quote spot goods at 1.75@1.85c. 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@74 
per cent. and 60 per cent. at 1.85@2c. 
Powdered is quoted at 2%@3c., as to 
test, quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—There has been little 
to distinguish trading in this market 
during the interval and the situation 
appears to have settled into a more 
or less routine state. The demand for 
glass-making purposes is’ reported 
good and withdrawals are said to be 
fully up to seasonable expectations. 
Producers quote on ‘the basis of 40@ 
42c., according to quantity and terms 
of sale. 

SAL SODA.—The general market is 
devoid of new interest, and trade con- 
ditions appear to offer nothing of more 
favorable significance, Consumers 
show little interest in quantities ex- 
ceeding actual requirements and heavy 
shipments are confined almost entirely 


to regular contracts. Makers quote 
.60c. and up f. o. b. for barrels, less 


the usual discount terms. Spot lots of 
concentrated are available on the basis 
of 1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—A steady tone continues 
to characterize this market and busi- 
ness is reported active with demand 
fair both for prompt and forward re- 
quirements. The glass, paper, soap 
and various other manufacturing in- 
dustries are drawing steadily on exist- 
ing agreements and the bulk of pro- 


duction is meeting with ready distribu- 
tion. Light 58 per cent. in bags is 
quoted at 77c. in car lots, and less 


then car lots up to 92%c., on the basis 
of 48 per cent. Barrels are held at 
82%4c.@$1, as to quantity.

ACETIC.—A fair run of inquiries is 
reported for spring shipment and the 
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and no concessions are available. 
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market remains firm at former levels. 
Supplies are being kept in a compara- 
tively low state through withdrawals 
on old contracts for manufacturing 
purposes, and offerings are generally 
moderate. Spot 28 per cent. is listing 
at 2.20@2.35¢c., as to quantity. 

MURIATIC.—Consumers continue to 
buy in a hand-to-mouth way, but there 
is little doing in a large way either 
cn spot or for future shipments. Prices 
are steady and unchanged. Spot goods 
are held at 1.15e. and up for 18 de- 
grees, according to quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—There has been a fair 
movement of contract deliveries and 
a moderate run of new orders for ad- 
ditional lots. The market, however, 
is without really new feature and 
prices are unchanged and steady on 
the basis of previous quotations. Spot 
goods are listed at 3%@4c. for 36 de- 
grees, depending on seller and quan- 
tity. 

OXALIC.—There has been little act- 
ive trading to break the period of dull- 
ness which surrounds this market, The 
laundry supply houses are taking con- 
tract shipments in fair shape and the 
print works are also in the game for 
moderate lots, but there is an absence 
of extensive new business and the mar- 
ket is a comparatively tame affair.

FIGURES COMPILED BY FOREST SERVICE 


SHOW SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN 
YIELD OF TURPENTINE BY USE 
OF CUP-AND-GUTTER SYSTEM. 


Washington, Feb. 26, 1909. 
The Forest Service has compiled some 
interesting figures showing the economy 
that has resulted from the use of the cup- 
and-gutter system in the gathering of 
turpentine and rosin. Some of the largest 
operators in the turpentine belt have 
abandoned the old method of boxing trees 
and are using the new system with a 


marked increase ‘in the production and in 
the longevity of the forests. The results 
of a careful canvass of the industry are 
set forth in a bulletin about to be issued 
by the Forest Service, as follows:— 


“Through tne improvement in the systems of 
turpentining the South has taken a long step 
forward in the movement for the protection 
and development of one of the country’s most 
important natural resources—the rich yellow 
pine forests which make the United States 
the leading nation in the production of rosin, 
turpentine and the other products known as 
naval stores. 

‘Improved methods of turpentining were first 
established to an appreciable extent during the 
producing season of 1904, when the cup-and- 
gutter system was installed by a number of 
the most enterprising manufacturers of nayal 
stores in Georgia and Florida. Since that time 
there has been a steady and satisfactory in- 
crease in the percentage of turpentine and 
rosin produced by these conservative methods, 
The work in conserving these vast turpentine 
orchards of the South has perhaps come in 
time to stay the early destruction of yellow 
pine forests threatened by years of careless 
management, 

“Experiments conducted by the United States 
Forest Service at Ocilla, Ga., and Green Cove 
Springs, Fla., as well as definite and relia- 
ble data received from operators throughout 
the naval stores belt, have effectively deter- 
mined the great advantages of the new meth- 
ods over the old. Not only has it been shown 
forcibly that the conservative methods are 
of great protection to the forests, but suffi- 
cient data has been collected to show that the 
increase in yield of both turpentine and rosin 
by the new and improved systems furnishes a 
strong argument in favor of their use. 

“Reports from the States where naval stores 
are produced show that where there is a 
greater percentage of turpentine produced by 
improved methods there is also a greater yield,

“Accepting the information contained in this 
table as a basis for comparing the results 
of the new methods with the results of the 
old system of cutting the destructive boxes in 
the trees, some allowance should be made for 
the difference in quality of timber as well as 
the age of the industry in the States given.

Tbe establishment using the cup-and 
apron system reported a yield of 1,372 barrels 
of turpentine for twenty crops, as against a 
yield of 1,500 barrels of turpentine for thirty- 
five crops where the old methods were em- 
ployed, 68.2 casks per crop for the cup-and- 
apron system, as against 42.8 for boxes.
